COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Tuis Theatre was well attended last night: the Operatic Play of 
Rob Roy commenced the performances, in which Mr. Cooper played the 
Macgregor, and Mrs. Salberg, his wife, and received the approbation of 
the audience. Mr. Harley, as the Baillie, and Mr. W. H. Payne, as 
Dougal, created great applause. Miss Rainforth made a charming 
Diana Vernon, and Mr.C. Pitt acted remarkably well as Rashleigh 
Osbaldistone. The concerted music was cleverly executed. ’ra-Dia- 
volo followed ; Miss Rainforth and Miss Poole warbled most sweetly as 
Zerlina and Lady Alicash. The other characters were well sustained, 
more especially Mr.Giubilei’s Giacomo. 

Mr.Pearsall’s concert, under the patronage of the Queen Dowager, and 
several families of the highest eminence, took place at the Town Hall, 
Birmingham, on Monday evening. The vocalists were—Madame Ca- 
radori Allan, Mrs. Alfred Shaw, Mr. Giubilei, Mr. H. Phillips, and Mr. 
S. Pearsall. Nothing could exceed the cordiality of Mrs. Shaw’s recep- 
tion. She was applauded to the very echo, by an audience of at least 
5,000 persons, and was warmly encored in several of her pieces. Mr. 
Pearsall was also well received. Lord Ward occupied the president's 
chair, in the front of the great gallery. The Earl of Dartmouth and 
Lady Goodricke were also present. 

Rubini has just left Paris for Russia, where he intends giving a series 
of concerts. 

Donizetti’s new Opera, Linda di Chamouny, is in active rehearsal, 
under the superintendance of the Maestro himself, at the Italian Opera 
at Paris. He left Naples (where he had brought out his new Opera, 

| Maria Podilla, very successfully), for the express purpose of the pro- 
duction, under his own surveillance, of this, his last composition, and 
which report asserts to exceed in merit his Lucia di Lammermoor. 

The Professor Rossi, of Turin, has arrived in Paris. He has brought 
with him, from Italy, a new Opera of his composition, of great merit ; 
and also a “ Requiem,” full of the harmony, science, and grace of the 
high Italian school. 

Casimir Delavigne’s new Opera, entitled Charles VJ., the music of 
| which is by Halevy, is about to be produced at the Grand Opera. 
Mayerbeer, it is said, is recalled to Berlin for the winter, notwithstand- 
) ing which, it is added, his long-talked-of five act Opera, The Prophet, 

is to be put in rehearsal at the Grand Opera. His production has been 
Ve promised for these two years past. 
; An awful instance of sudden death on the stage, similar in circum- 
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stance to that of Mr. Palmer, at the Royalty Theatre, years ago, re- 
cently took place at the Gymnase Theatre at Marseilles. Darboville, a 
favourite singer and performer, had just terminated a solo in the petite 
Opera called Louisette, when he turned to the choristers, and said “I 
feel very ill, my friends,” and fell instantly dead on the stage. 

De Beriot, who had at first accepted the place of professor of the violin 
at the conservatory of music at Paris, in the place of Baillot, has since 
declined it, in consequence of family arrangements requiring his residence 
at Brussels, to which city he has returned.

Tuesday, call at the Foreign and British Gallery, 213, Piccadilly, (late Lucca 
Gallery,) to admire a magnificent collection of Paintings, consisting of upwards 
of Sixty original and authenticated First Class Gallery and Cabinet Pictures, in- 
cluing two original and authenticated Cartoons by Raffaelle, valued at upwards 
of 20,000/. with the works of the following great masters :—Michael Angelo 
Buonarotti, Titian, Guercino, Rubens, Paul Potter, Correggio, Baroccio, &c. 
These Paintings form a most intersting exhibition. 

In the evening got the best shilling’s worth I ever paid for in my life at the 
RoyaL ADELAIDE GALLERY, Lowther Arcade, Strand, where indeed all the arts 
and sciences met me with open arms—a graud Promenade Concert, vocal and in- 
strumental, supported hy the first performers of the day, followed by a popular Lec- 
ture on the Bude and Drummond Lights,—saw the humerous effects of the Laughing 
Gas—the wonderful Gas Microscope, and 30 magnificent Dissolving Views. 

Wednesday, visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection.

I’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here.
